IMSTALUNG BATTERIES 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the 
required size and recommended type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, dif- 
ferent types of batteries (standard, 
alkaline, or rechargeable), or recharge- 
able batteries of different capacities. 

When the SlideRider or transmitter stops 
operating properly, replace the batteries. 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries prompt- 
ly and properly. Do not burn or bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the 
SlideRider for several days, remove the 
batteries. Batteries can leak chemicals 
that can destroy electronic parts. 

In the Transmfl'ter 

The transmitter requires one 9-volt bat- 
tery (not supplied). For the best perfor- 
mance and longest operation, we 
recommend a RadioShack alkaline battery. 

1. Press down on the battery compart- 
ment's cover and slide it in the direc- 
tion of the arrow to remove it. 

2. Put the battery in the compartment as 
indicated by the polarity symbols (+ 
and -) marked inside. 

3. Replace the cover. 

When the transmitter's range decreases, 
replace its battery. 

Note: If you have difficulty removing the 
9-volt battery from the transmitter, use a 
screwdriver to pry it from the battery 
compartment. 


In the Rider and Scooter 

You need six AA batteries (not supplied) to 
power both the rider and the scooter. For 
the best performance and longest opera- 
tion, we recommend RadioShack alkaline 
batteries. 

1. Slide OFF/ON to OFF. 

2. Use a Phillips screwdriver to loosen the 
screw from the battery compartment 
on the rider's back. 

3. Remove the cover. 

4. Install three batteries in the compart- 
ment as indicated by the polarity sym- 
bols (+ and -) marked inside. 

5. Replace the cover and secure it with 
the screw. 

6. Repeat Steps 2 to 5 to install three 
batteries in the battery compartment 
on the bottom of the scooter. 

PLAaMGTHESUDERIDER 

1. Align the rider's feet with the slots on 
the scooter. 

2. Fit the pegs on the rider's right foot 
into the corresponding slots and slide 
the rider's foot forward until it clicks. 

3. Fit the pegs on the rider's left foot 
into the corresponding slots and push 
the rider's foot backward until you 
hear it clicks. 

4. Slide both of the rider's hands onto 
the handlebars. 

PLAYIMG WITHTHE

Warning: Never play with your SlideRider 
in the street. 

Note: Make sure the SlideRider is secured 
on the scooter before playing. 
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Power Indicator 


Press to move 
forward and turn left.

Left Control Level

1. Insert the supplied antenna into the 
slot of the transmitter and turn it 
clockwise to secure it in place. 

2 . Slide OFF/ON on the bottom of the 
scooter to ON. 

3. Use the transmitter's control levers 
and buttons to move the SlideRider. 
The power indicator lights each time 
you press or push the button and lever. 

To make the SlideRider move forward and 
pop a wheelie, pull the left control lever 
backward, then quickly push it forward. To 
make the SlideRider spin in a wheelie, pull 
the left control lever backward when in a 
wheelie position. 

Notes: 


HELPFUL HI /\n'5 

If the SlideRider's motor runs but it does 
not respond to the transmitter, move clos- 
er to the SlideRider and try again. 

If someone uses another remote controlled 
device or a CB nearby, it might interfere 
with control of the SlideRider. If this hap- 
pens, check to see if the transmitter uses 
the same frequency (27 or 49 MHz ) and 
move the Slide Rider away from the device 
or the CB. 

If the SlideRider moves slowly, and you 
have installed fresh batteries, check the 
wheel mechanisms and remove any lint, 
thread, hair, or dust you find. 


• The back light turns on each time your 
SlideRider moves forward and stops. 

• Your SlideRider automatically enters 
sleep mode if you don't press any but- 
ton or push a lever for about 5 minutes. 
To turn it on again, silde ON/OFF to 
OFF, then ON again. 
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CARE 

Keep the SlideRider dry; if it gets wet, 
wipe it dry immediately. Use and store the 
SlideRider only in normal temperature envi- 
ronments. Handle the SlideRider carefully; 
do not drop it. Keep the SlideRider away 
from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a damp 
cloth occasionally to keep it looking new.
